fountain 
beverages is removed January I, own­ 
ers of fountains here will lie required 
to pay a tax on syrups that they have 
not paid heretofore, 
according to a j 
letter from Thomas S. Laney, chief 
field deputy of the Department <rf In­ 
ternal Revenue, to V. J. Smaish, local 
deputy revenue collector. 
According to the new revenue law 
there is a tax of nine cents a gallon 
on “all finished or fountain syrups of 
the kind used in 
the 
manufacture, 
compounding or mixing of drinks com­ 
monly known as soft drinks, except 
those sold in bottles or closed contain­ 
ers.”

Practically all soda fountain owners I 
in the county buy their syrups in con- I 
centrated form and dilute them -with I 
sugar water. This dilution, under the j 
new law, completes the manufacture 
of the syrup and therefore makes the 
retailer the tax payer. There are cer­ 
tain 
syrups, such 
as chocolate and 
lemon that the fountain owner usually 
manufactures himself and the tax is, I 
of course, levied on them.
